Belief that Ram Chandra had diverted 
to his-own use proceeds from property 
which Ram Singh had turned over for 
use in the proposed revolution is said 
by Federal officials to have prompted 
the shooting. 

Late tonight twenty-nine of the de- 
fendants were found guilty of conspir~ 
acy as charged. John F: Craig, head of 
a shipbuilding firm at Long Beach, Cal., 
was one of the three acquitted. 

The trial since. the opening has seethed 
with excitement, and animosity among 
the defendants to. such an extent that 
all-were searched for. weapons daily 
when entering court. 

States: District Attorney, 
John W..Preston,.had finished his clos- 
ing argument today, which Mrs. Pregton 
was. present to,hear.

DUTCH RESIST PRESSURE 


London Hears Tensity of Crisis 
is Being Lessened—Wash- 
OER? Not. iafonped: 


LONDON, Wednesday, April 24.—The 
German ultimatum to Holland, according 
to advices réceived in London, demands 
the right of transit not only for civilian 
supplies and sand and gravel through 
Holland, but also for war materials. 

The privilege of transit: is asked not 
only on the. Dutch canals,, but~aldo on 
the railways. 
‘Germany has. never. before made any 


claim of the right of transit for avowed 
war materials, and the yielding of Hol- 
land -on this’ point would be equivalent 
to the abandonment of Dutch neutrality.

LONDON, April 23.—While the Ger- 
man attack on the American positions 
at Seicheprey was only an incident of 
the great struggle in France, it may 
very well prove to be the ‘opening 
chapter in the record of American par- 
ticipation on an ever-increasing scale 
in the third stage of the tremendous 
battle on the western front. 

Certain American divisions are now 


}in line on a certain sector of:the front 


which has been the scene 6f somé of 
} the most severe fighting, and at othet 
points of the Hne the process of bri- 
gading Americans with other allied 
troops is going on apace. . 

When thé expected renewal of the 
German assault begins, {& is likely, that 
the baptism of fire of the American 
troops. will be by immersion. The 
Germans, with their .characteristic 
contempt for troops that have as yet 
had little or no chance to beat them, 
will probably make a specially savage 
attack on the Americans, and they are 
pretty sure to be in superior ntimbers. 

In the early stages of the battle it 
was reckoned that there was not much 
to choose between the strength ‘of the 
Allies and that‘of the Germans; but 
that cannot be said now. The process 
of the transference of divisions from 
Russia to the west front has gone on 
steadily, and by now the Germans are 
believed to have a superiority of forty 
divisions. 
superiority in guns. 

As the moment approaches when 
Americans and British will be facing 
the common foe side by side, apprecia- 
tion of the self-sacrifice of the United 
States in thus temporarily subordinat- 
ing the individuality of its army grows 
here. British officers in particular 
realize it, for they know what it means 
to’ train men for a fight, and they 
know the pride of a soldier as he leads 
his own troops into action. They are 
extremely anxious that no misunder- 
standings should arise to cloud this 
most unusual example of professionel 
self-abnegation. | 

Meanwhile,. as, American reinforce- 
ments are warmly welcomed in France, 
England has by no means neglected 
to watch events in Russia. Naturally 
most of what happens there cannot be 
published; but lack of newspaper men- 
tion should not be taken as meaning 
that the Allies are not striving to 
make their influence felt at Moscow. 
No more important development could 
occur than even a slight sign of Rus- 
sia’s revival, and it is quite plain that 
Trotzky’s attitude is not altogether 
pleasing to Berlin. The Allies are try- 
ing to strengthen his determination to 
show independence, and hope that he 
may yet be persuaded to sanction some 
allied action in the Far East. ,They 
believe this would remove any reluc- 
tance to sanction such action felt in 
Washington, and that the mere dread 
of it would 4orce the Germans ‘to de- 
tach some divisions from the west 
front to be ready for developments in 
the east. The'Bolsheyist press grows 
daily more. bitter against Germany,. 
and the Germans are showing gtave 
apprehension of the effect which Bol- 
sheyist doctrines may have had. on the

CAPTURES MANY PRISONERS 


Also Improves His_ Positions 
North of Albert on a Front 
of 1,000 Yards. 


LONDON, April .23:—The British 


according to_Field Marshal Haig’s re- 
port tonight, and improved their posi- 


tion around Meteren. Numerous pris- 
oners wére captured—120 near Ro- 


becq alone. 

Monday night, according to the day 
statement, the British troops captured 
sixty prisoners in an action north of 
Albert, in which it is unofficially re- 
ported that Haig’s forces advanced 
their positions near Aveluy Wood 250 
yards on a 1,000-yard front. 

The night statement reads: 


In local fighting east of Robecg, re- 
ported this morning, another minor 
operation, having as its abject the im- 
provement of our’line in this sector, 
was carried through to complete suc- 
cess. In addition to a gain of ground, 
we captured 120 prisoners and a num- 
ber of machine guns. ° 

We, “also improved our position 
slightly early this morning in the 
neighborhood of Meteren and secured 
several prisoners and four machine 
guns. 

The hostile artillery developed con- 


ing with gas shells in the Villers- 
Bretonneux sector. 


The day statement reads as follows: 


As a result of a successful local op- 
eration carried out by us last night 
north of Albert we improved our po- 
sition and captured sixty prisoners. 
A number of prisoners have been

areas local fighting occurred to our . 
advantage. 

In the neighborhood of Fampoux 
one of.our raiding parties entered the 
‘enemy’s trenches and penetrated his 
support lines. 

The hostile artillery was active yes- 
terday afternoon and during the night 
west of Albert and on the greater part 


of Nieppe to east of Ypres. Concen- 
trations of hostile troops observed in 
the Villers-Bretonneux sector and in 
the neighborhood of Serre were en- 
gaged by our artillery. 


An official statement on aerial 
operations, issued tonight, says: 


Our bombing machines were ‘very 
active Monday. They dropped nine- 
teen tons of bombs on numerous tar- 
gets, including the Thourout Railway 
station, the Engel ammunition dump, 
and  Warneton, Armentiéres and 
Roulers. In the air fighting seven 
machines were brought down and six 
were driven down out of control or 
shot down in our lines by anti-aircraft 
fire. Two hostile balloons. were de- 
stroyed. Three of our machines are 
missing. 


Gain ef 250 Yards Near Albert.

MOLE APPROACH BLOWN UP 


Vice Admiral Keyes in Com- 
mand—Officer “Who Devel- 
oped the Operation” Killed. 


OSTEND ALSO IS ATTACKED 


British Lose Five Small War- 
craft—Sink Destroyer and 
Shell Other Ships. 


LONDON, April 23.—British naval 
forces, with .the co-operation of 
French destroyers, carried out a 
raid against Zeebrugge and Ostend 
last night, with the object of bottling 
up those two bases of German sub- 
marines on the Belgian coast. 

Five, obsolete cruisers, which had 
been filled with concrete for the 
blocking of the channels, were run 
aground, blown up, and abandoned 
by their crews. Meantime the old 
cruiser Vindictive and two ferry- 


boats landed marines and bluejack-. 


ets to storm the mole at Zeebrugge, 
where they fought valiantly for an 


hour, thus diverting the Germans 
from the main purpose of the opera- 
tions. Two old submarines were 
loaded with explosives for the de- 
struction of the Zeebrugge mole. 
Enemy Destroyer Torpedoed. 

The exact amount of damage in- 
flicted has not, been. ascertained, bit 
it is known that two of the cruisers 
were sunk at the opening of the 
Bruges Canal at Zeebrugge, and a 
third grounded before reaching its 
objective; two of the cruisers were 
run aground and blown up at Ostend, 
and one of the submarines destroyed 
the spiling approach to the mole. 

Besides the damage done the ene- 
my the garrison of the mole is be- 
lieved to have suffered considerable 
losses. A German destroyer was 
torpedoed in a dash to escape to the 
sea, and craft lying in the harbor 
also were damaged by gunfire. 

The casualties among the British 
were heavy in proportion to the num- 
ber of men engaged, and ‘their ma- 
terial losses comprised a sunken de- 
stroyer, and two coastal motor boats 
and two launches missing. 

In announcing the news in the 
House of Comrhons today, Sir Eric 
Geddes, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
stated that the officer who developed 
the operation was killed. As to the 
result of thé raid, he said. the en- 
trance to the Bruges Canal “ prob- 
ably was effectively blocked, ” and 
the whole operation was regarded as 
very successful. 


First News of Raid. 


First news of the operation was 
presented in the following meena: 
announcement: 


Early this morning a naval raid 
was made on Ostend and Zeebrugge, 
which are being used by the enemy 
as destroyer and submarine bases. 
Our forces are returning and the 
scanty infermation so far received is 
to the effect that the raid met with 
a reasonable measure of success. 

With the exception of covering 
ships, the force. employed consisted 
of auxiliary vessels and six obsolete . 
cruisers. Fire of these cruisers, 
filled with concrete, were used as 
block ships, and after being run 

aground were, in accordance with 
orders, blown up and abandoned | by 
the crews.. A further communique’ 
will be issued when reports have been 
received from the ships: which. are 
now returning to their bases. 

Né- report of casualties has yet been 
received. 

In announcing this °° extremely gallant 
and hazardous raid” in the House of 
Commons, Sir Eric Geddes said that the 
operation was carried out under un- 
known conditions of navigation.

their hopes are well founded, 
have destroyed every gun ot 
Zeebrugge mole, destroyed ‘ahead 
along its entire length, exploded 
large stores of ammunition in them, 
and blocked the mouth of the canal 
and waterway leading through the 
harbor with old cruisers filled with 
cement. 

Until they were within half a mile 
of the harbor no ships had picked up 
the light on the point of the mole. 
The ship chosen to make the attack 
was manned entirely by volunteers. 

She had scarcely begun to get the 
mole light. when: she was discovered 
by the German defenses. In a mo- 
ment star shells, which the onlookers 
described as making the mole more 
vivid than anything they had evef 
seen, pierced the «thick haze and 
showed the attacking, cruiser as 
clearly as in daylight. 

In a second it seemed as if every 
battery in the neighborhood had 
concentrated fire on her. Seventeen- 
inch shells and others of smaller 
calibre flew around her liké hail. 

Apparently she was hit by one 
or two of the smaller ones, but she 
plunged ahead and was seen to turn 
the corner of the mole safely. In- 
side the harbor the fire was appar- 
ently deflected from her more vital 
parts by the intervening strucfure 
of the mole. Most of the damage 
was done above the waterline. ‘ 

Disregarding all that had hap- 
pened, her commander pluckily closed 
up to the mole and landed a large 
party of his men, accompanied by a 
force of marines. The Germans, as 
soon as they saw the attacking party 
land, are said by those who took 
part in.the operation. to have shout- 
ed almost with one voice; 

“It’s the Americans! 
Yankees! ” 

According to some of the-men the 
Germans bolted en masse from the 
nearest batteries, leaving their guns 
at the mercy of British sailors and | 
marines. One.by one the guns were | 
destroyed, while others of the at+ 
tacking party took flame throwers 
and attacked the sheds and munition 
stores. 

Apparently under cover of this 
operation, the cement-laden-cruisers 
which were intended to bldck the 
channels ‘made their way through 
the harbor: accompanied, so far as I 
can ascertain, by only one a- 
rine. As they approached the en- 
trance to the harbor they were an- 
chored, swung around on their 
cables, and, according to the testi- 
mony of one observer, sunk within 
twenty-three minutes of anchorage.

‘No _ point 
must be unconsidered. We have yet to 
learn the full measure of success on the 
Belgian coast. We know, indeed, that 
everything that the skill of the com- 
mander and the gallantry of the offi- 
cers and men afloat and in the storm- 
ing party could accomplish have beén 
achieved. The extreme difficulty “of 
completely accurate navigation must be 
realized. 

‘* We may hope for success at Ostend, 
where two blockships were blown up, 
though. they are believed to have been 
a little off their course. Zeebrugge was 
the more important objective, as the 
place which the Germans have made 
@ veritable hornet’s nest, or nest of 
vipers. The destroyers, minelayers, and 
submarines have their lurking placeg,. 
and airplanes and even submarines lie 
in positions where they have overhead 
protection of .concrete. Our bomb- 
dropping seaplanes have had a rather 
difficult task in consequénce, but, now 
that we have had the strong arm of the 
navy to strike hammerblows, we may 
devoutly hope there has been success.

Beresford Applauds the Attempt. 

Admiral Lord Charles Beresford said 
last night that he was delighted to hear 
the First Lord's statement, but declined 
to express any opinion on its effects on 
the meagre information yet available. 

** But this I can say,’ he went on, 
“‘I am always in favor of doing some- 
thing that will annoy the enemy. Block- 
ing up a harbor is a terribly difficult 
undertaking, and you can never be quite 
sure how near success you have got. 
You never can be sure that ships you 
sink are in the exact place you want 
them to be. Then, again, there is al- 
ways the possibility of dredging a chan- 
nel round them or it may be finding a 
passage between them. 

“ But I don't say this is any spirit of 
criticism. I think it is a splendid thing 
to have done and quite worth attempt- 
ing, and we must not be disappointed if 
the results do not quite come up to our 
expéctations. 

‘‘ We must keep a level head amid all 
the ups and downs of war. We know 
that whatever the British Navy under- 
takes will be well, fearlessly, and thor- 
oughly done, in accordance with the old 
traditions of the service. All experiments 
of this sort are very wise, although peo- 
ple must not expect too much from them. 
In the old days we used fireships. Gal- 
lant attempts were made with them 
which were not always successful, but 
the enemy hated and dreaded them all 
the same.”’ 


! Smoke Screen Not Very Effective. 


LONDON, Wednesday, April 24.— 
Archibald S. Hurd, the writer jon naval 
subjects, reviewing the naval raid on 
Zeebrugge in The Daily Telegraph, says: 

“The sea was smooth and the wind 
favorable, but unfortunately the wind 
changed after the operation was be- 
gun, with the result that the ingeniously 
devised smoke screen was less effective 
than was hoped, and the British cas- 
ualfies were consequently increased.

EXPECTED OFFENSIVE 
AGAINST SUBMARINES 


Washington Has Advocated Ag- 
gressive Action—Word from 
Sims on Raid’ Is Awaited. 


. Svrecial to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Apri] 28.—Vice Ad- 
miral William 8. Sims, who commands 
Arferican naval forces and operations 
in Buropean waters, has not made any 
repert, to the Navy Department up to a 


fate hour tonight regarding. t 
‘bottling up" naval raid on the Ger- 
man naval, bases at Ostend and Zee- 
brugge. Admiral Sims has heen in the, 
full confidence of the British Admiralty 
and was aware of its plans for the com- 
mencing of @ naval: 6tfensive against 
Germany. 

That such an offensive would begin 
this Spring has been the expectation of 
naval officials in Washingtoh. From 
the very beginning of the United States’ 
participation in the war American naval 
officials of high rank have insisted that 
the Entente should take the offensive 
on the high seas wherever it- was pos- 
sible.to do so.- President Wilson is un- 
derstood to have been keenly in favor 
of this policy. ‘Within the last week 
the British Navy has struck at German 
sea power in two novel and bold ex- 
ploits, the first of which was the opera- 


{tion in which German trawlers were |‘ 


destroyed in the Cattegat on April 16 
and again in yesterday’s raid. 

The full effect of these actions is not 
apparent, but if the bottling up process 
was as successful at Zeebrugge, as it 
now seems to have been, it is a most 
important step in ,advance in the 
steadily succeeding ‘campaign of the 
Allies against the German U-boats—a 
campaign so successful that it ' has 
placed Admiral von Capelle as German 
Minister of the Navy on the defensive 
in his' efforts to make it appear that 
Germany has been constructing sub- 
marines faster than the Allies have been 
destroying them. 

A high official of The Navy Depast- 
ment when asked tonight whether 
American naval forces had participated 
in the bottling up raids along the Bel- 
gian coast replied that there was noth- 


‘ling from Vice Admiral’ Sims to. show 


whether they had or had not taken 
part, but that it was not thought that 
Americans took any active part, as it 
was believed to be exclusively a British 
project. : 

Admiral von Capelle’s admission be- 
fore the Main Committee of the Reichs- 
tag last week that Germany’s oppo- 
nents had had some success with their 
submarine measures, which was almost 
coincidental with the sweeping of the 
Cattegat and was followed within a 
few days by the hold exploit at Ostend 
and Zeebrugge, is not calculated to 
satisfy the German people respecting 
the failure of the Admiralty at Berlin 
to make a better showing. 

The success of the raid on Ostend and 
Zeebrugege is expected to place Minister 
of Marine Capelle and the Admiralty 
at Berlin on the defensive for the sec- 
ond time within a year. On Oct. 12 
last word came out of Germany via 
Amsterdam that Admiral von Capelle 
had resigned. His. resignation was 
ascribed to the U-moat mutiny, and 
was interpreted in Washington as an- 
other milestone in the failure of the 


German submarine campaign of unre- |! 


stricted warfare, the German navy 
having failed to make good its Ad- 
miralty’s boast ;that the submarines 
would be able to starve England before 
the end of the Summer of 1917 and to 
prevent the movement of American 
troops to France. 

Although von Capelle tendered his 
resignation as a result of the criticisms 
then heaped upon him, it was announced 
early in November that his resignation 
would not be accepted. Not only has 
the German U-boat campaign failed to 
starve England and to prevent the de- 
livery of American troops in France, 
but it has been without achievement, 
so far as the Atlantic and North Sea 
are concerned, since the battle of Jut- 
land. 


SEES 1,000,060 GAIN | 
BY GERMAN DRIVE 


That Many Men Added to Allies’ 
Fighting Forces, Charchill 
Tells Americans. 


LONDON, April 23.—More than 1,000,- 
000 soldiers, in addition to those who 
would otherwise be in the field against 
Germany, have pbeon. gained by the 
Allies in consequence of the German 
offensive, Winston Spencer Churchill, 
Minister of Munitions, said today in an 
address to the American labor delega- 
tion which is visiting England. 

“So far as moral effects are con- 
cerned,” he said, ‘‘all that the Ger- 
mans have achieved by the battle has 
been an increase in and closer con- 
solidation of the forces fighting against 
them. By their attack they have called 
into the -‘eld against them in this cam- 
paign alone, more than 1,000,000 sol- 
diers, additional to those who would 
otherwise have been there. 

“ The moral effects of the enemy’ 8 at- 
tack/have been all on our side. Under 
thepressure of this hard-fought battle 
we have been able to draw from this 
country hundreds of thousands of meh 
whom it would have been difficult to 
summon except, under that pressure. 
Far more men have been called to the 
colors by the battle than have been lost 
in the battle. It was the same with 
America, and the same with France, and 
it was exactly the same with the of- 
fensive in Italy. 

“The gains which the enemy has 
made in territory do not in any vital 
way affect our power. or the power of 
our gallant French allies. ‘No pre- 
ponderance of material advantage has: 
been gained by the enemy for all the 
immense sacrifices he has been made 
to suffer.

MOSCOW WARNS BERLIN 


Protests, Against the German and 
Ukrainian Invasion of the 
Crimea. 


LONDON, April 24. —Germany has not 
yet accepted the final draft of the peace 
treaty with Russia, according to a Ger- 
man wireless message, received here, 
purporting to give the text of a telegram 
sent to M. Tchitcherin, Russian Foreign 
Minister, by Adolph Joffe, who has juat 
arrived in Berlin as Bolshevist Ambas- 
sador. M. Joffe’s message reads: 

‘Russian realization of the peace 
treaty is considered incorrect, and noth- 
ing is known here of the final draft 
which is said to have been accepted by 
Germany. Postponement of its publica- 
tion is requésted until the reéeipt of an 
authentic translation, made here co- 
jointly by the German Ministry. and 
our Embassy.” 

M, Tchitcherin: has made a protest to 
Germany against the action of German 
and Ukrainian troops in crossing into 
the Crimea, contending that -this is in 
violation of the peace treaty, according 
to a Russian wireless dispatch received 
here today. 


“This invasion is threatening our 


| Black Sea Fleet," M. Tchitcherin adds, 


“and may lead to encounters \dictated 
in the interest of the preservation of 
our fleet.” 

It is also announced officially that 
Russian troops have been sent to the 
Finnish border, with orders to conduct 
themselves like troops of a neutral State, 
if any other troops attempt to cross the 
Russian border, and to offer decisive 
\resistance, 

A Russian wireless dispatch received 
here tonight says: . 

‘‘ All attempts, direct and through the 
intermediary of the German Govern- 
ment, to open peace negotiations at 
Smolehsk between Russia and the Kiev 
Rada having failed, M. Tchitcherin, 
the Bolshevist Foreign Minister, has 
wired Berlin asking whether the delay 
means that Germany has decided to re- 
nounce the fulfillment of the clause in 
the Brest-Litovsk ‘treaty which | pro- 
vided that Russia should conclude an 
 Spseermal Peace with the Central 
ada.”’

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Secretary 
Lansing today received the text of the 
protest made to Berlin by the Russian 
Government against German outrages 
on the inhabitants of Russia. The pro- 
test, which was sent on April 15 to M. 
Tchitcherin, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, reads: 


The Central Soviet institutions re- 
ceive many complaints with regard to 
German troops burning Russian vil- 
lages and using violence against Rus- 
sian ‘inhabitants. An eyewitness well 
known to us and absolutely trust- 
worthy states that at Lepel, northwest 
of ‘Mogileff, German ‘soldiers killed a 
whole family, not sparing women and 
children, on the plea that one of: the 
family belonged to a partigan detach- 
ment. The local military - authorities 
state that at the village of Novoselki, 
Mogileff, on April 5, there appeared 
an officer and soldiers of the 346th 
Regiment and took oats from the in- 
habitants by force. The officer was 
killed by the peasants and the soldiers 
fled. After this the village was sur- 
rounded by the seldiers, fired on by 
machine guns, and. burned, 

The following day the German Com- 
mander, sent a notice to the Russian 
military authorities at Orsha saying 
that the inhabitants of Novoselki had 
been ejected, and the village burned 
owing to a German officer's being 
killed. 

The National Commissariat for 
Foreign Affairs expresses its extreme 
indignation {n regard to this matter 
and protests against these acts, of 
violence unworthy of a cultured peo- 
ple and contrary to the elementary 
principles of humanity; and is con- 
vinced that the German Government 
will make full inquiry into the matter 
and punish the. officers. 

Recently the Soviet Government 
protested to Berlin against the con- 
tinued advance of the German forces. 
The German reply was as follows: 

The resistance and counterattacks 
made by armed bands creating dis- 
order in the Urkaine without distin- 
guishing between Ukrainian and Rus- 
sian territory, render it impossible te 
observe strictly the frontier line of 
the Ukrainian Government whhn fight- 
ing against them. In pursuing these 
bands it is quite impossible to stop 
military operations on the frontier 
line when the Russian Government 
takes no steps to disarm these bands. 

An amelioration of the situation can 
only be attained when peace hag been 
made between the Ukrainé Republic 
and the Government of the People’s 
Commisaaries, and when both organ- 
ized bands will have been forced te 
discontinue military’ operations.

GLOATS OVER OUR LOSSES 


Big ‘iia Are Used in the Ber- 
lin Papers to Chronicle the 
Alleged Victory.

THE HAGUE, April. 23.—Berlin pa- 
pers which have just arrived in Holland 
are ablaze with headlines such as 


** American Positions at Seicheprey 
Taken,’’ and ‘‘ Successful Advance on 
_ American Line.’ These papers publish 
no news of the successful Ccounter- 
attack. by American troops. 

The papers today print a statement, 
-saying: 

“* Many Americans were killed by ar- 
tillery fire in the streets of the village 
of Seicheprey, their bodies barricading 

_the way.of the advancing German troops, 
who had to drive the Americans from 
houses, gardens and cellars. But even 
then Americans continued to fight so 
tenaciously that they were nearly all 
killed. 

_ “In the woods of Remiére, nearby, g 
similar most sanguinary scene occurred. 
Here, too, there was bitter fightjng, 
man against man, for the possession 
of some dugouts, 
losses are said to have been extremely 
light.”’ 

All reports agrée that the Americans 
made the fiercest possible resistance, 
notwithstanding that this was probably 
the first experience which they had had 
of actual fighting. ; 

In the early afternoon, according to 
these accounts, two American. columns 
were observed, one’ approgching via 
Beaumont, the other via Bernecourt, 
hurrying to aid their comrades; but the 
destructive German artillery fire barred 
their way, and shells dropping right in 
the midst of the densely massed -col- 
umns quickly dispersed them. ’ 

Toward 5:30 P. M., the story proceeds, 
the approach of large American re- 
serves was again reported by the Ger- 
man fliers. They came from various 
directions. Flying squadrons were now 
sent out by the Germans, who attacked 
the approaching reserves with machine 
guns and compelled them to retreat. 
About the same time the American 
trenches in Jury Wood began to fill up 
rapidly, but the German batteries had 
been massed for just such ean eventual- 
ity, says the German account, and they 
poured ‘‘a hellish rain of steel on the 
trenches as well as on the enemy’s'‘re- 
serves further back that until now had 
been engaged by the German fliers. 

‘*‘ Meanwhile on the German side the 
artillery performed its work promptly 
and with devastating results. It was 
noted that the enemy’s artillery :was 
much less active, but it increased in 
power from 10 A. M. till about 3 P. M., 
when it again abated.’’ 

The German papers ascribe what they 
term the ‘‘ defeat” of the Americans 
to some. extent to the latter’s inexperi- 
ence in warfare. 

The Deutsche Pageszeitung remarks: 

“There is hardly anybody in Ger- 
‘many who will not say: ‘It serves them 
right.’ It is absolutely necessary that 
the Americans should be taught a les- 
son concerning the seriousness of war. 
Our Lower Saxon regiments seem to 
have done that on April 20 in a manner 
leaving nothing to be desired. If the 
Great Headquarters reports mention 
‘extremely heavy losses’ we know 
what that means. 

‘* We also know what it means when 
from enemy positions two kilometers and 
a half long our troops return with only 
180 prisoners. The Americans must.have 
had terrible, sanguinary losses. This 
lesson was badly needed. Americans 
must realize that war is not a sporting

front the German papers are endeavor-

that no American dirplanes or airmen 
are taking part in the fighting on the 
west front, and observes that America 
must -have disappointed her allies by 
her failure to deliver airplanes. Re- 
marking , that the biggest battle of,the 
war is now.in progress, the Zeitung 
says that neither the airplanes nor the 
10,000 airmen promised have arrived 
from America. 

At any rate, German airmen have not 
yet met any American flyers, airplanes 
or motors in the big battle. Even the 
Lafayette Squadron, it says, which was 
on the Aisne front last year, has dis- 
appeared, and this was to have formed 
the nucleus. for the training of an 
American Air Corps. ._ The Zeitung as- 
serts that even in England people are 
beginning to get impatient, and it ob- 
serves that the American plan of pre- 
paring en masse must affect the tech- 
nical quality of work, especially in the 
building of airplanes in which progress 
is made almost daily.

Course Is Critigised at Capital—Un- 
challenged German Claims Likely 
to Affect Neutrals.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—-The Ger- 
man official feport that 188 American 
soldiers were captured in the fighting at 
Seicheprey last Saturday still goes un- 
contragicted. Not a word is obtainable 
from any authoritative source in the 
military .administration to. indicate 


‘whether the German claim is. true or 


false. 

The War Department is equally un- 
communicative as to the assertion of 
the Wolff Bureau, the German semi- 
official press agency, that American 
troops north of Beaumont and beyond 
Bernecourt were terribly ‘‘ mauled ’’—to 
use the Wolff Bureau term. 

The War Department has _ reports 
from General Pershing about the battle 
at. Seicheprey, but declines to furnish 
any information whatever to the Amer- 
ican public. No explanation for this 
attitude is forthcoming, except that 
when Secretary Baker was in France 
he agreed with General Pershing that 
all news of American operations should 
be furnished: to the press by nerai 
Pershing’s headquarters and not by the 
War Department. It has become a mat- 
ter of critical note, however, that the 
American people are being kept in the 
dark as far as official information con- 


‘| cerning the activities of United States 


troops in France are concerned. 

Fear Effect on Neutrals. 

Those who criticise eo War Depart- 
ment’s course say the German claim 
that a heavy defeat was inflicted on 
American _ troops will be spread 
throughout the neutral countries of Eu- 
rope to the damage of America’s stand- 
ing as a potential factor ih the war. 
Just’ now Germany is,apparently mak- 
ing a determined attempt to draw Hol- 
land into the war on the side of the 
Central Powers, and the fact that the 
allegation of an American deféat goes 
uncontradicted gives strength to the 
German argument that the Allies and 
their co-belligerent from across the At- 
lantic are playing a losing game. 

Word comes from Holland tonight that 
the country is being flooded with Ger- 
man newspapers containing accounts of 
the Seicheprey battle, which represent 
the American forces as having been 
wholly defeated. These accounts may 
find a fertile soil in the minds of people 
who have been told that the United 
States was a negligible quantity in the 
war. 

‘One possible explanation of the sant 
refusal to enlighten the American pub- 
lic as to what occurred at Seicheprey— 
although the suggestion does not come 
from any official source—is that the 
War Department is still without definite 
information from- General Pershing as 
to the losses suffered in that action. 
There were indications last night that 
General Pershing had been ‘unable’ to 
check up on the number of American 
casualties, including j irisoners taken by 
the: enemy, and fur' , reports from 
him were awaited. But ‘not one word

American soldiers had been captured. 


Story of Losses Denied.

PAYS TRIBUTE TO. FOCH 


Admiral Sims, He Says, Told Him 
’ He Had Commanded a British 
Fleet in a British Harbor. 


The Earl of Reading, British Am- 
bassador and High Commissioner, who 
spoke last night at the Waldorf-Astoria 
at the one hundred and forty-eighth an- 
nual gathering of the St. George So- 
ciety, said that the German offensive, 
in forcing a single command upon the 
Allies, had taught the Allies the method 
with which to achieve victory. 

The United States, he continued, had 
set the standard for co-operation in 
placing the army of General. Pershing 
at the disposal of General Foch. He 
also said that he hoped that unity would 
be eventually achieved between the- 
British, French, Italian, and. American 
land forces. which now exists between |- 
the navies, adding- that Admiral Sims 
had told him he. had commanded a 

British fleet in a British harbor. 

'  “€o-operation could not be better 
than that,” commented Lord Reading. ° 

After beginning. by paying ‘a high 
tribute to the abilities and achievements 
of his predecessor, the late Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice; Lord Reading said of the 
German offensive: 

‘“*Let no mah attempt to minimize it. 
It is the greatest trial we have ever en- 
countered. Troops from Russia and 
from all other fronts on which the Ger- 
mans have been fighting had been con- 
centrated for this drive, which had for 
its purpose the breaking of the British 
line, so that the British and French 
armies might be separated: and dealt 
with separately. I have not the time. 
nor-am I the proper man, to recount to 
you the valorous and gallant deeds of 
our men in the face of this attack, giv- 
ing way at points, it is true, but never- 
theless never allowing the line to be 
broken. They held on, as they are 
holding on at the present moment. 
We have undoubtedly lost a great num- 
ber of our ymen. But then we have 
killed a great number, of Germans. 

“It has enabled us: to take a step 
which we had not been willing to take 
before, that of placing our troops with 
the troops of the other armies under the 
command of that very distinguished 
General Foch. To our credit it must be 
said that we did not hesitate when in 
this ‘emergency we saw that it must 
be done. Do not think that that was | 
a light thing for the British Army to 

ave done. Je are naturally proud of 
our own army and sof our own com- 
mander, but in .the emergency we rose 
to the higher patriotism, and in reach- 
ing this decision our task was made 
easy, because our armies were placed 
under the command of a General whose 
powers we.had learned in the four vears 
that he had been fighting with us.” 

Lord Reading praised the promptness 
of the American Government in placing 
its soldiers in France under the single 
command. He continued: 

‘“I am justified in saying this to you, 
that ever since then there has been 
greater activity among American troops 
in this country. Ships which were before 
used for various purposes have all been 
taken over to be used in transporting 
American troops to France. It was 
found that it was possible to send far 
more troops to France than had been 
done before.”’ :

SHIPS STILL BIG PROBLEM 


‘Extent of Draft and Ultimate 
Size of Army Depend on 
Transportation, He Says. 


PRAISES MORALE OF MEN 


Quotes Gen. Foch as Speaking in 
Highest Terms of Americans-— 
All Confident of Victory.

WASHINGTON, April 23. — Secretary 
Baker, appearing before the Heuse Mill- 
tary Affairs .Committee today, gave his 
observations abeut the American army 


General Foch as Generalissimo, but de- 
etined to make any prediction as to the 
size of the American army that would’ 
be formed ultimately ‘er the. necesgity 
of adding to its numbers through an ex- 
tegsion of the draft law. 

His testimony, given behind closed 
doors, dealt almost entirely with his Hy- 
repean trip. In the face of questions by 
members of the committee as to the pro- 
posal to extend the draft age and other 
matters of vital military importance, 
Mr. Baker. preferred to confine himself 
to a discussion of surface conditions. He 
will appear before the committee later 
and present his views on military legis- 
lation. , 

The outstanding feature of Mr. Baker's 
testimeny was that the American offi- 
cers and the allied military authorities 
abroad had nothing but confidence as te 
the ultimate outcome ‘of the war. The 


many was excellent, he said, and the 
American soldiers especially, he seid, 
were in high spirits. 

Mr. Baker said that.he went from 
coast to battleground and did not’ see @ 
single. American soldier under the in- 
fluence of liquor. The morale | of our 
soldiers and their morals were all: that 
could be desired, he asserted. Every 
Ameriean soldier was putting himself in 
the best physical condition for the se- 
rious battle before him, the Secretary 
said. * 

Secretary Baker praised Geheral Foch, 
whom he described as a modest man, not 
given to hasty speech. 
“Yeu will find that I am not given te 
compliments,’’ General Foch said in ef- 
fect to the American Secretary of War, 
‘* but I want to say that every one of 
our officers speak in the highest terms 
of the Amerieans under arms here.” 

All Depends en Transportation. 
Mr. Baker said that he was unable to 
give the committee any idea as to the 
size the American Army should attain in 
the next six months until he had fig- 
ures as to the shipping situation. He 
said that the sige of the army that the 
United States would send abroad wag 
dependent entirely upon the transpor- 
tation question, which, he said, was 
daily growing better. Docking and stér- 
age facilities in France, he said, were 
other factors that must be considered 
by the War Department before deciding 
upon the size of tte army for service 





abroad. Therefore, iint{l transportation

American aviators have performed ex- 
cellently, Mr. Baker said, and were 
fast taking their place in the air fleet 
ef the allied army.

There is no scar- 
eity of machines, although many of the 
American aviators are using French and 
British airplanes. There is such a de- 
mand for aviators. Mr. Baker told the 
committee, that the War Department 
has decided to send fliers to France 
faster than they have been sent hereto- 
fore. Only the most necessary prelim- 
inary training will be given to the avia- 
tors in this country, and the real frain- 
ing will be obtained in France. 

Although frequently questioned aa to

It is the word of assurance that the 
fighting will go on pntil real victory is 
attained and of complete confidence in 
the outcome of the war.

It is 
a direct message from the farms, fac- 
tories and homes, for the Conseils 
Generaux are the most truly represen- 

tative bodies in France.: 


The meaning of what they say ‘or do 


is never hiddeg under the haze of party 
politics, as may be the case in the Na- 
tional Chamber of Deputies. Further- 


more, all the members of the Consefls: 


were recently elected, and, therefore, 
they. say what the people are believing 
and thinking now in the fourth year of 
the war and when the greatest battle 
of the war is a month old. 

It is as if.every village and town in 
a State of the United States sent its 
people. to the State capital to say what 
was wanted and_to promise what. the 
peeple were ready to perform at any 
sacrifice. In France every village and 
town does just that in each department. 

The Conseils Generaux are gatherings 
of direct representatives ef the people.

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GERMANY AND HOLLAND. 

Germany’s-renewed truculence to- 
Ward Holland may have the object of 
forcing Holland into the war on her 
side, or may have the object of mak- 
ing war on Holland. The probabil- 
ities favor the second theory. Hol- 
land might be of use in furnishing 
Germany with several hundred thou- 
gand unwilling and disgusted troops 
who would. have.to be watched, 
but she would be of no use as 
territory from which to plan stra- 
tegicsoperations. On the other hand, 
in Germany’s present frame of mind 
there would be a clear gain to 
be derived from making war upon 
her. é 

At present Germany is engaged in 
gathering up armfuls of small nations 
wherever she can lay hold of them, 
and without much regard to whether 
she needs them or not. Those she 
does not need she can use for bar- 

_ gaining purposes later, when peace is 
made. The Military Party is in the 
saddle and every voice but theirs is 
silenced. From the Arctic Circle to 
Asia Minor, Germany is seizing terri- 
tory with frantic haste, so that she 
may have the title of possession to 
show when the order “‘ Cease firing! ”’ 
is given. Before the Brest-Litovsk 
victory the civilian party had some- 
thing to say, not very effectively, but 
etill with the privilege of being 
listened to; now the Military Party 
is the whole nation. In such a situa- 
tion, when Germany begins to finger 
her gun and look caiculatingly at 
gome small -nation, her intentions can 
be appraised easily enough by simply 
asking, ‘“ Would that small nation be 
of any use to her?” 

Apply that to Holland, and’ the 
answer is easy. The German Jingoes 
have always regarded Holland as 
destined some time to join. the Ger- 
man Empire. TREITSCHKE, their 
teacher, never wearied of saying that 
Germany must have the mouth of the 
Rhine, which she cannot very well 
have without taking Holland. She 
evidently means to keep Belgium, 
whether in name or under some dis- 
guise, and Holland would be needed 
to round out the coast. When Ger- 
many goes out of her way to pick a 
quarrel with. Holland, as she js doing 
now, it is better to pay no attention 
to her ostensible grounds and to ask 
instead what she has to make out of 
the quarrel. If Germany is going to 
restore the empire of CHARLES V., 
she certainly cannot leave Holland 
out of it, and the Dutch colonies 
would be much more than an equiv- 
alent for those she has lost. 


OVER THE TOP WITH THE LOAN. 
The German eighth loan has real- 
ized $3,500,000,000. The daily prog- 
ress of our Third Liberty Loan still 
leaves something to be desired, but 
has encouraging features. The coun- 
try districts are surpassing their 
previous records, and New York is 
running somewhat behind its rightful 
and needful average, although ahead 
of its previous record. A continuance 
in both respects would bring the 
country out with a fair average, but 
with little to spare. There is no room 
for easing up in either city or coun- 
try if there is to be subscribed 
$5,000,000,000 by 20,000,000 Ameri- 
. cans. Anything less than that is 
-. pomething less than is to be desired; 
something less is to be feared rather 
than expected if there is any slack- 
mess in either city or country. 
- The world has now rolled up debts 
on which the mMmterest and sinking 
- funds total yearly the pre-war debts. 
The burden on us is lightest of all, so 
~ Jight that it might almost be said 
| that ‘until now our war profits rival 
- our war burdens. The war is still 
’ p little distant for the bulk of us, and 
pot thoroughly appreciated by all of 
us, If it were, we should have done 
 petter with the loan, ever though we 
may perhaps have done better than 
the official reports now say, To-do 
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well is not to do’ well enough, by 
those who aspire to be leaders in 
policy as they are in resources. It is 
perhaps, endyrable that New York 
should fall’ somewhat behind those at 
home whom it has led in other loang, 
but it is not endurable that we 
should fall behind either. our allies or 
our enemies,..and that is about the 
present situation. “We have not. con- 
tributed our share as partner in the 
great enterprise of rescuing the world 
from German exploitation, either in 
men or money. There would still be 
something coming from us after 
20,000,000 contributed $5,000,000,000. 
“Over the top” with the -loan 
should be the word of the day, an 
particularly next Friday, the day set 
by the President when each citizen 
should discharge his “ first duty,” as 
Secretary McApoo puts it. 
ft 


THE BRITISH BUDGET. 

The British budget gives England 
the right of the line among the Allies 
for solidity and patiencé of mind un- 
der financial as well as military stress. 
England is neither the most populous 
nor,richest among the enemies.of Ger- 
many, but it surpasses all others in 
the burdens which {t assumes and the 
cheerfulness with which they are car- 
ried. The approval of the new taxes 


is as significant as the substance of | 


the budget itself. It means nothing 
less than that the British people are 
behind the Government until the right 
shall conquer. The points most inter- 
esting to us are the comparison with 
Germany, and the proposal to shift to 
us the financing of the Allies whom 
England has carried thus far. Ger- 
many is-borrowing its interest in part, 
and has levied taxes of £365,000,000 
against £1,044,000,000 by England. 
The result is that Germany has a defi- 
cit of £385,000,000. © . 

But German accounts do not show 
what the British accounts do. Bng- 
land‘*has maintained its exports and 
imports and even has increased them. 
Germany has lost its foreign trade, 
and with it its profits and the par of 
the mark. Whenever peace shall come, 
England can trade on equality with 
the world, but Germany must pay for 
the ease it has enjoyed during war. 
Germany's leaders deceive the Ger- 
mans by a false financial balance 
through credit juggling which will be- 
come an unendurable economic deficit 
whenever trade conditions become nor- 
mal. No one will take German marks, 
and Germany is without the goods 
with which to balance its trade with 
the world. Among themselves Ger- 
mans are solvent on the accounts, but 
their capital is pledged to the banks, 
which are overloaded with illiquid 
assets at exaggerated prices. When 
the prices fall,, the situation will dis- 
close itself. to banks and customers 
alike. The. deficiency..1n. marks’ is 
nothing compared with the deficiency 
of assets.against which inflated credits 
have been negotiated. Already one- 
third of private German wealth has 
been transferred to the Government 
and destroyed. The process may be 
continued until German capital is 
gone, but at some step in the process 
the Kaiser’s categorical imperative to 
conquer will come to. material and 
psychological ends together. The will 
to conquer cannot survive without 
food and clothes. 7 ‘ 

The extent to which England de- 
clines to deceive itself appears again 
in the putting into a suspense ac- 
count of £1,124,000,000 of advances to 
allies and the colonies. Mr. BoNnaR 
Law proposes to transfer to us the 
making of loans to those of our allies 
who have hitherto looked to Eng- 
land for funds, without, however, 
increasing the demands upon us. He 
frankly proposes to “ lean on the Uni- 
ted States,” and he should be welcome. 
Our advances to the Allies are less than 
our war profits, and less than the 
bank credits which could be carried by 
the gold which England. has sent us. 
We are beholden to England for the 
use of its fleet for four years. We are 
beholden to France for the bravery of 
its army. To give credit for pur- 
chases in this market is a duty to the 
common cause. For itself the country 


with the largest budget and heaviest 


taxes asks nothing, It is self-suffi- 
cient and self-sustaining. When we 
shall have fought as long and assumed: 
as great burdens, we shall have a right 
to expect approval such as we now 
should give to our chief ally. 
es 


A SUPERINTENDENT WITHOUT 
PROPER POWERS. 

Next Monday the Board of Educa- 
tion will essay once more to elect a 
Superintendent of Schools. Only four 
votes are needed, but no candidate 
has them. The canvassing goes on 
busily. There are two, perhaps more, 
local aspirants, such as Mayor 
HyYLan favors. He can’t abide out- 
landers, especially if they are also 
guilty of being “experts.” Yet Pres- 
ident Somers tells us that the Los 
Angeles Superintendent of Schools, 
Mr. ALBERT SHIELS, has been. dis- 
cussed. ’ 

‘Mr. SHIELS was brought up in our 
New York public schools and was 
graduated at the. City College, used 
to be a teacher, and became District 
Superintendent under Dr. Maxwzauu.

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FROM NORTH TO EAST. 

More deep-water piers for ocean- 
going ships—that is a cardinal need 
of this port at this time. Deep-water- 
pier space, and plenty of it, is es- 
sential to the best working of the 
Government overseas fleet. That 
ocean service is vital to the war, to 
our troops, to the Allies. The Federal 
Government, and the Federal Gov- 
érnment alone, can cause the most 
effective use of the fleep-water piers, 
can break by assertions of its power 
to meet national needs the long-term 
leases by which those piérs are cov- | 
ered, can transfer shallow craft from 
pier facilities that they don’t need. 

The Sound steamers occupy some of 
the best North River giers. Their 
remnoval to not less convenient and 
satisfactory berths on.the East River 
has been proposed again and again. 
Dock Commissioner after Dock Com- 
missioner. has suggested that new 
home for the Sound boats as a mat- 
ter of port economy, of the best use’ 
of the deep-water piers, of cheaper 
operation for the Sound lines them- 
selves, and of greater convenience for 
their public. Now an imperious ne- 
cessity may turn into a fact the so 
long. discussed, so long delayed sal- 
utary ‘change. .o 

These New England carriers draw 
some fifteen feet of water. They 
need not: occupy deep-water wharves. 
There are fine piers ‘with ,‘plenty of 
room for them in the East River. 
From Grand to East Thirtieth Street, 
along that river sprawls Shell Reef, 
shutting out from the piers in that 
stretch of water boats drawing over 
fifteen feet. That region is just the 
place for the Sound boats. Fro 
East Eighteenth to East Twenty- 
third Street is ample pier accom- 
modation.. The. Twenty-third Street 
crosstown line by itself and. by its 
connection with the subways, the 
Hudson Tubes, the elevated railways, 
the Grand Central and Pennsylvania. 
Stations, and the hotel district makes 
this site accessible and convenient. 
To the Williamsburgers and Green- 
pointers, also, the new situation of 
the Sound boat piers, near the ferries, 
will be an obvious gain of time. More- 
over, the passengers will be spared 
the extra superfluous half hour or 
more the boats require to thread 
and wind their way, at a time of 
congested .river traffic, around the 
Battery and up to East Twenty-third 
Street. The removal will relieve the 
Hudson River waterfront and the 
streets leading to it of the intolerable 
mob of trucks now necessary, for 
the substitution of deep-water steam- 
ers will mean lighterage for the 
greater part of. the freight. 

The Sound steamship people can’t 
be deeply opposed to the change, for 
it would mean money in their pock- 
ets on account ot the shorter trips 
and lessened operating expenses, As 
for the city, it will get more revenue. 
Dock Commissioner Hvunsert has 
submitted the plan of removal to the 
United Shipping Board, whose Chair- 
man‘is consulting the Federal mag- 
nates at Washington. The Federal 
Government has driven deep-water 
vessels out of the Bush Terminal. 
It is the Federal Government’s duty 
It may be 
added, as of some moment in the 
present state of public feeling, that 
travelers on the Sound steamers g0- 
ing out or coming in over their pres- 
ent routes are able to see and take 
photographs of the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. 


THE RAID ON U-BOAT BASES. 

British airmen have often bombard- 
ed the German submarine bases at Os- 
tend and Zeebrugge, but until yester- 
day no attempt was made on a large 
scale to block the channels that course 
through the shallow waters: off the 
coast. With a covering force of de- 
stroyers and. similar craft, five old 
cruisers filled with concrete were nav- 


‘igated as far in as they could be taken 


and then blown , UP. The British 
charts must show where these hulks 
would do the most good as obstruc- 
tions to.submarines, but as such dan-. 
gerous work must be done quickly, it 
remains to be seen whether the ad- 
venture has paid. 

The story of it told by Sir Eric 
GEDDEs in the House of Commons has 
the genuine thrill. There have been 
few more. daring enterprises in the 
war, if any has been reported. At 
Zeebrugge two destroyers, the Vin- 
dictive and Daffodil, steamed in close 
to the mole, and storming parties fn- 





fiicted “ great damage.” At the same 


‘time two. obsolete cruisers, loaded, with 


concrete, ‘entered the harbor and were | 


sunk in such’ a way-as to block the 
narrow channel. A third old cruiser 
grounded outside.. It was the. kind 
of dashing enterprise that suits. the 
temper of British sailors. .They were 
all volunteers. -The’ casualties “were 
not light; one destroyer and two power 
boats were sunk by the enemy and 
two launches are-“ missing,” all of 
which signifies that the raiding flotilla 
lost a considerable number of officers 
and men. But an enemy destroyer 
was torpedoéd. 
The results at Ostend are not Qet 
fully known. Two old ships were sent 
at the mouth of the port, but in the 
fog they seemed to be a little off their 
course. 1: 
The naval experts say that a “ grand 
offensive"’ agdinst these hornets’ 


nests at Zeebrugge and Ostend which’ 


amateur critics have called for is not 
practicable, because the coast waters 
are shallow for a considerable distance 
‘from land, and the guns in the fortifi- 
cations would outrange those. on the 
light-draught ships that could be em- 
ployed. It should be assumed that a 
navy which bombarded the works at 
the entrance to the Dardanelles would 
not have hesitated to attack the land 
defenses at Ostend and Zeebrugge. if 
there had been a fighting chance to 
destroy those submarine bases. The 
channels, are mined by the Germans, 
who, indeed, have not neglected to 
set traps for the enemy in Belgian 
waters up and down the coast. ; 

It is obvious that the raid of British 
nayal forces to “bottle. up” the 
enemy submarines was a risky and 
dublops undertaking. But, whatever 
the measure of success was, it should 
be hailed as a welcome new departure 
to inaugurate a@ more aggressive naval 
policy.

is presented in-an article contributed to 
The New: Republic by CHarizs H. Jupp, 
Director of the School of Education in 
the University of Chicago. He says that 
when, in the years from 1830 onward for 
two or three decades, men like Horacs 
MANN, CHARLES Brooks, ‘CALVIN B.. 
Stowg, and.-JoHN D. Prerce- realized 
the inadequacy of the district schools 
then'in existence to meet American. de- 
mands for education, they naturally 
turned for a model to the one European 
country, Prussia, which then had a 
carefully organized system of public in- 
struction. 

What ¢hey did not sufficiently realize, 
according to Dr. Jupp, was that the 
Prussian system had two objects and 
two kinds of schools. The Volksschule 
was for the training of the lower classes 
to exactly the extent deemed nécessary 
to make their members useful to the 
upper classes, and no less ‘care was 
taken not to teach the. pupils in it any- 
thing that: would make them discontent- 
ed with their humble lot—or help them 
to get out of it—than to give them what 
was needed to render them good farm 
and factory workers. 

The Gymnasium was then, .as it is 
now, a wholly different institution, un- 
connected in any way with the other. It

did the Volksschule, prepared them, as 
the Volksschule never did, for the univer- 
sity, and arranged its curriculum so as 
to give the training needed by a sepa- 
rate and distinct ruling minority. Deep- 
ly: fnterestéd in ‘the ‘‘ common people,’’ 
it was natural enough that our early 
educators made the mistake they did of 
establishing schools that did not lead to 
higher education—that did too much in 
some directions and too little in others 
to favor the attainment of the almost 
universal American ambition to rise in 
social and intellectual status. 

Some plausibility to this criticism of 
our public schools is given by the gen- 
eral recognition here that preparation 
for college its better done in special 
schools, the. successors of our once nu- 
merous ‘‘ academies,’’ than in ordinary 
high schools, where’ the tendency is 
merely to continue public school methods 
and limitations.

The twenty-five years of Melville E. 
Stone’s service as General Manager of 
The Associated Press were commem- 
orated yesterday in a luncheon of mem- 
bers in connection with the ‘annual 
‘meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria, in 
which tributes to Mr. Stone’s services 
to journalism and the'natton were given 
by Frank B. Noyes of The Washington 
Star, President of The Associated Press; 
Victor F. Lawson of The Chicago Daily 
News, Adolph S. Ochs of THE NEW 
Yorx Times, and General George H. 
Taylor of The Boston Globe, members 
of the. Board of Directors, and C. M. 
Housseye, New York representative of 
The Ager.ce Havas. volume entitled 
“M. F.'S.: His Book” had been pre- 
pared for the occasion, and a copy .of 
the limited edition privately printed by 
Harper & Brothers was given to éach 
member of the association. Mr. Stone’s 
own copy was specially bound and in- 
scribej, and. contained twenty-five $1,000 
Liberty bonds, one for each year of 
service. 

The contents of the book included a 
biographical sketch* of Mr. Stone by 
John Palmer Gavit, tributes by Victor 
F. Lawson, Frank B. Noyes, Frederic B. 
Jennings, Judge Peter S. Grosscup, and 
Frederick W. Lehmann, and articles 
and addresses by Mr. Stone. 

Loyal Support to the President. 

The addresses in commemoration were 
begun by Mr. Noyes, who proposed the

‘‘ We meet today at a time when the 
fate of civilization, as we understand 
civilization, is trembling in the balance.

‘‘ Our part is to loyally help the Com- 
ménder. in Chief in whatsoever degree is 
possible to each of us individually to 
the full accomplishment of the lofty 
aims he has so greatly voiced for us.

WAR DEMANDED ON 
TURKS AND BULGARS 


Brandegee Calls for Action by 
Senate Committee and At- 
_ tacks President Wilson. ‘ 


ACCEPTS A SUBSTITUTE 


That, if Adopted, Will Ask President 
Why War with Turkey and Bul- 
garia Should Mot Be Declared. 


Special to The New York Times: 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—-Failure of 
Congress to name Bulgaria ard Turkey 
among the recognized enemies of the 
United States was criticised by Senator 
Brandegee of Connecticut today in the 
Senate. He found fault with President 
Wilson for not taking Congress into his 
confidence. as to war affairs, saying 
that the Executive had woven a ‘ ‘cocoon 
of mystery "’ about himself. 

Senator Brandegee urged the Senate 
to adopt a resolution he offered last 
Monday calling upon the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee to ‘‘ give early consid- 
evation ” to a resolution put in on April 
2 last, in which a state of war was de- 
clared to exist with Turkey and Bul- 
garia. The Foreign Relations Committee 
has never acted on the resolution. The 
Connecticut Senator said he thought it 
was time something was done about it. 

Mr. Brandegee said Bulgarian troops 
were on the western front, fighting 
French, British, and American troops. ° 

‘‘The Bulgarian Minister sits here in 
Washington, persona grata to the State_ 
Department,” he went on. ‘' The other 
day I received a newspaper article from 
him-~a gross breach of diplomatic eti- 
quette, I thought—with his visiting card 
pinned on it, the article telling, how 
Czar Ferdinand saw no reason to have 
any unfriendly feeling toward America. 
Yet the Czar’s troops ar® fighting our 
boys. 

*“* And here is Turkey smothering our 
men and smothering Armenians by the 
millions, devastating the Orient. Bul- 
garia and Turkey, the right end left 
hand of the German peace against which 
we are waging war, are persona grata 
to our State Department, and we are 
conducting friendly negotiations with 
them. It is not only anomalous, but 
outrageous.’’ 

Senator Pomerene of Ohio interrupted 
to say that a Bulgarian missionary had 
called on him with the assurance that 
no Bulgarians were on the western front 
and that they refused to fight against 
Americans. ; 

‘* This is all camoflage,’’ retorted Sen- 
ator Brandegee. ‘‘We may as well 
look right through this thing down to 
the bottom of it. Bulgaria cannot be 
friendly to the United States and to 
Germany at the same time. That is all 
there is to it. They are absolutely under 
the cloven ‘hoof of Germany. They are 
dominated. Their life or death depends 
upon the favor with which the Kaiser 
looks upon Czar Ferdinand, and‘it is a 
travesty and a tragedy for us to be de- 
claring war against one of several allied 
powers who are waging war against us 
and maintaining friendly relations with 
the others. 

“YT am not of an unduly optimistic 


nature, but I have been naeng. (oat the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
which represents half the treaty-mak- 
ing power of this country and which the 

reat American public assumes has some. 

owledge of foreign relations and what 
is going on, might get some information 
about what is going on abroad. see 
that the Foreign elations' Committee 
knows no more about what is going on 
abroad than the Committee on Military 
Affairs or the Committee of Agriculture. 

‘*The President is his own Foreign 
Relations Committee and his own Secre- 
tary of State, and he is conducting this 
war in behalf of 100,000,000 people, weav- 
ing himself into a cocoon of mystery, 
secret, and silent on the top floor of the 
White House, and nobody but Colonel 
House tiptoes up and down stairs, and 
then silently folds his tent and steals 
his, way back to New York. The Sen- 
ate of the United States is in as dense 
ignorance about. our forei relations as 
the Common Council of Keokuk. 

‘“‘It is not right. Talk about picking 
a Common Council, talk about demand- 
ing legislative powerg to co-ordinate the 
departments of this Government! ‘ The 
trouble is the President will not’ co- 
ordinate with anybody but himself. The 
trouble is not with Congress. My God, 
we have gone leaps and bounds further 
than any Congress ever dreamed of go- 
ing to furnish equipment for this Ad- 
ministration to win this war, which we 
declared a year ago and which the Presi- 
dent has never spoken of since without 
holding out in his left hand a bid for 
some kind of a peace.” 

Senator Knox of Pennsylvania offered 
as a substitute for Senator Brandegee’s 
resolution a resolution asking that the 
President be requested, ‘if not incom- 

atible, with the public. interest, to in- 
‘form the Senate if there now exists any 
reason why the United States should not 
declare a state of war to exist between 
ve United States and Turkey and Bul- 
aria. 

Senator Brandegee accepted the sub- 
stitute, and it will be voted on to- 
morrow. 


FRENCH MEAT PRICES SOAR. 


Itallan and Spanish Imports to Re- 

- lieve Shortage of Wine. 

Special Cable'to THE NEw YorK TIMEs. 

PARIS, April 23.—The constant in- 
crease in meat prices is exciting the 
keen attention of the Government. The 
price of an ordinary cut of beef may 
be recorded now as not less than 30 
cents a French pound, seventeen and 
a half ounces, and may go higher. 
The commodity is subject to constant 
fluctuations, generally upward. Beef 
recently made a’ sudden jump of 20 
cents a pound in a single day. A 
great part of this is due to the specu- 
lation of dealers which it seems im- 
possible to. control. ; 

Meat can now be bought every day of 
the week excépt Mondays, and so far 
as consumption is concened there is no 
restriction except through price. The 
Government has just appointed a cen- 
tralized body to control a distribution 
test throughout the country, and a 
proposal is now being discussed to in- 
stitute throughout France one entire 
meatless meal in every four. 

The proposal has excited the strong 
opposition of the Paris butchers, who 
argue that this plan to economize the 
national meat supply will practically 
rhin their trade. They suggest as an 
alternative the institution of the card 
system already in’ vogue for bread, 
sugar and coal. Wine is another 
necessary in which there is a great 
shortage. The cheapest wine now ob- 
tainable costs 27 cents a liter bottle, 
whereas before the war it was only 
7 cents. . The rise is almost entirely 
due to the shortage of supply. . 

Measures have been already taken to 
relieve the situation by the’ admission 
of a fixed quantity of Italian wine, 
duty free. It is announced today that 
an agreement has been concluded be- . 
tween France and Spain, under which 
150,000 hectolitres of Spanish wines, or 
rather ,more than 3,000,000 gallons, will » 
be allowed to come into France on) the 
same terms as the-native product. This, ’

Says President Is Surrounded 
by ‘Economic Fakers” and 
“Fiends of Sedition.” 


ASSAILS OVERMAN © BILL 


Ransdell and McKellar Insist Meas- 
ure Is Necessary to Cut ‘Red 
Tape”—Vote. Set for Today.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Debate in 
the Senate today over the Overman Dill 
to give the President authority ‘to con- 
solidate administrative war activities 
was characterized by an attack on ‘Sec- 
retary Baker, Postmaster General Burlé- 
sen, Secretary Wilson, and other Cabinet 
officers by Senator Sherman, Republi- 
can, of Illinois, who linked them to- 
gether’ as ‘‘ Socialists and economic 
freaks.’’ . ; 

Urging that no more power be be- 
atowed upon the Président, the Iilinois 
Senator declared that Mr. Wilson had 
surrounded himself with ‘‘ half-pacifists, 
firebrands, and fiends’ of sedition.’’ He 
assailed George Creel, head of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, as having 
‘abused the Constitution and the 
fathers who wrote it.” 

Senator Sherman denounced Secretary 
Baker as a ‘half-pacifist, half-Social- 
ist,’ and alluded to the President's ad- 
visers as a ‘mysterious bunch ‘of 


wizards.”’ 
Senator Sherman launched his attack 
on the Administration with a reference 
‘to the Bolshevist uprising in Russia. 
“The bourgeois, which is the object of 
Trotzky’s contempt, is the only founda- 
tion upon which this Republic can en- 
dure,” said Senator Sherman. . he 
only Government Mr. Trotzy and his 
associates are satisfied with is the 
‘hobo Government.’ The Soviet is com- 
posed of the Reds, the anarchists, the 
disturbers of Russia, and it was to them 
that the President directed his solicitous 
cablegram of March 11, 1918, and their 
reply to him shows that the President 
has in his hand a blazing brand—that he 
is playing with, fire. and does not 
w it. 
arg 1 his communication to the Rus- 
gion Soviet the President has made an 
unwise. use of the power vested in him. 
It is an encouragement and it is taken 
as an encouragement by the Socialist 
Government, founded and administered 
in repudiation, in. confiscation, in whole- 
sala murder, by Trotzky and his asso- 
ciates. Besides Trotzky and Lenine, the 
President has unfortunately associated 
himself with some other company to 
describe which is a disagreeable task to 
me, but I shall do it, and I might as 
‘well mention names.

CONVICTS ON TEXAS FARM. 


Postmaster General Has a Part In- 
terest in the Texas Property.

AUSTIN, Texas, April 23.—For many 
years, as charged in the Senate today, 
Albert S. Burleson, Postmaster General, 
and C. R. Johns of Austin have jointly 
owned a large plantation in Central 
Texas upon which penitentiary convicts 
were employed. The lease of the con- 
vict laborers to Burleson and Johns were 
made at different times by the State 
Prison Commission. So far as is kiown 
here, Mr. Burleson has had no active 
art in the management of the planta- 
fon since he became Postmaster Gen- 
eral. Practically all of the work upon 
the plantation was done by convict 
labor, it is stated. 


DEFENDS MOONEY TRIAL.

“YT believe Mooney and his asso- 
ciates were victims of their own cu- 
pidity, and that they were bribed by 
German money to perpetrate this

The California 
member asked that 1t_be printed as an 
answer te Senator Poindexter’s ad- 
dress, but both Senators Poindexter 
and Smoot denied that any reflection 
had been made upon California’s ju- 
dicial processes... . :

America to Make Loans Direct In- 
stead of Through England. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—A_ rear- 
rangement of allied credits by which 
the United States will lend large 
amounts directly to France, Italy and 
the other allies instead of through Great 
Britain ss under consideration by the 
Treasury. This would tend to lessen 
Great Britain’s obligations to the United 
States and decrease the demands of oth- 
er ‘allies on her. 

Before completing the plan, Secretary 
McAdoo will consult with Oscar T. 
Crosby, the Treasury’s representative on 
the Interallied Council, which has su- 


pervised the distribution of loans and 
other economic dealings between the Al- 
lies. Mr. Crosby has just been called 
home for a conference. * - 
The United States has now extended 
credits to the Allies of $5,285,000,000, in- 
cluding $188,000,000 still to the credit 
of Russia,-and has paid out 54,900,000, 
000. More tffan half, or $2,720,000,000, 
has gone to Great!Britain, and much of 
this has been lent in turn by Great 
Britain to ner allies: France has re- 
ceived $1,565,000,000 from the United 
States; Italy $550,000,000.

Caught in French Uniform, Possible

man, noticing a soldier in French uni- 
form who. appeared not. to know his 
surroundings, questioned him.

eave. The soldier was arrested and 
searched, and a. bundle ‘of letters in

Kventually the man confessed that he 
belonged to the 76th,,and said he had 
been so maddened: by the losses the 
regiment had sustained, and the hellish 
terrors ef the battlefield ‘that he had 
determined to escape at any cost. One 
night after a desperate fight he slipped 
into a field strewn with dead between 
the two armies, stripped the uniform off 
the body of a French soldier of the 
same: height and build as himself, and 
dressed in it. en, armed with the 
dead man’s papers he crawled into the 
French lines, whence amid confusion he 
suceeded in reaching a field railway 
station, where he boarded a Red Cross 
train which brought, him to Paris.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Irregular, .with. Leading 
Issues Lower—Disappointing 
Leather Report—Money

The advancing market was. halted yes- 
terday, and most of the more active 
stécks lost ground on selling that was 
largely professional. The war news was 
hot disturbing; the breathing space that 
has followed the last sanguinary assault 
agains? the British lines appears to be 
more favorable to the Allies than to the 
enemy. ‘The public has not entered to 
any considerable extent into the enthu- 
siasm which has been worked up in the 
territory immediately adjacent to the 
Stock Exchange, ant there were indica- 
tions yesterday of selling by those who 
 powahe stocks a few days ago in the 
expectation that conditions would prove 
favorable to a general advance. 

Pool operations serve to confuse the 
market’s interpretation of the news, 
The advance in Central Leather, en- 
couraged by gossip of accumulation by 
well-informed interests, gave way yes- 
terday to a quick reaction when the 
company’s quarterly statement was made 
public. It showed, for the first quarter 
of this year, gross earnings of only §$2,- 
620,000, as against $7,852,000 a year ago, 


255,000 for the first quarter of 1917. 
The motor issues sold off on the talk 
of a sécond curtailment in the produc- 
tion of passenger cars, which . would 
bring ‘the number authorized by the 


down to 25 or 30 per cent. of last ye§gr’s 
output. iIt will be recalled that the 
original concession was on the basis of 
70 per cent. of the 1917 production. It 
is expected that the capacity released by 
curtailment, or much of it, can be 
utilized in the manufacture of trucks 
and other war equipment, but the new 
work is not likely to prove as profitable 
as the sale of cars.

Justice Greenbaum, brought by the Oc- 
cident Dock Company to restrain the 
city from awarding the lease to the Hud- 
son Dock concern, appeared before Jus- 


-tice Greenbaum yesterday. and asked 


for a\ modified order to permit the city 
to consider all bids over $30,000. Justice 
Greenbaum called the attorney’s atten- 
tion to the fact that the Ogcident Dock 
Company had already raised its bid from 
$25,000 t> $35,000, and then ruled that 
the city may receive any bids above the 
latter amoynt. In the meantime, an 
offer for $40,000 for the lease of the 
pier was made by an entirely new con- 
cern. When the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion meets tomorrow it will consider an 
offer made by James Auditore &.Co., 
Incorporated, stevedores, of 14 Hamilton 
Avenue, Brooklyn, for the lease of the 
pier for one year or a term of years at 
$40,000 a “year. : 

Justice Greenbaum’s decision in allow- 
ing the city to consider any offer above 
$35,000 will not affect the case going 
before Referee Lewis L. Delafield, who 
was appointed by the Justice last week 
to hear all sides in.the controversy. Mr. 


Delafield announced that he would call 
a meeting at his office tomorrow morn- 
ing and then adjourn to the County 
Court House, where public hearings 
would begin at 2 g’clock in the after- 
noon. Should the ‘Sinking Fund. Com- 
mission in the meantime decide to rent 
the pier to the h _—. bidder it is iikely 
that all court action will be called off. 

That city officials were contemplating 
ne, the pier lease to the Hudson Dock 
and Terminal Corporation at $25,000 a 
year as early as April 5 became known 
yesterday when the City Record pub- 
lished the minutes of a hitherto unre- 
corded meeting of the Ajnking Fund 
Commission held in the Cit all on 
that date. ‘The-report in the Record 
shows that on April 5 the commission 
considered three items, the lease of Pier 
69 being one of them. No calendar was 
prepared or printed and no previous no- 
tice of the meeting was made through 
the regular channels. Mayor. Hylan 
called the meeting and all the members 
were present except Alfred E. Smith, 
President of the Board of Aldermen. 
When the pier lease matter came up 
there was no discussion, but it was re- 
ferred to Controller Craig. 

In a statement issued on April 12 the 
Controller made no reférence to the 
meeting of April 5, and referred only to 
the meeting of April 11, when the com- 
mission voted to award the lease to the 
Hudson ‘Dock concern.: The mihutes of 
the April 11 mecting show that Mayor 
Hylan left the board room after the pier 
lease matter had been disposed of, leav- 
ing seventy-two items on the calendar.

The American Reports $150,287 
’ Earned on $15,019,864 Gross. 


The annual report of, the. American 
Writing Paper Company for 1917 shows 
a net income for the year, applicable to 
dividends, of $150,287 on a gross busi- 
ness of $15,019,564. The dividend re- 
quirements of the $12,500,000 of 7 per 
cent. cumulative preferred stock out~- 
standing, without considering the $§9,- 
500,000 of common stock, amount to 
$875,000 a-year. The company thus 
earned not quite one-fifth of its pre- 
ferred dividend requirements. , 

The poor showing of the company is 
explained in the report as due to an 
advance of about 37 per cent. in the 
price it must pay for raw materials, as 
it buys its paper stock in the open mar- 
ket. On the gross business manufactur- 
ing expenses amounted to $12,454,288; 
depreciation, repairs, and maintenance 
to $713,633, while general expenses, dis- 
count on sales, &c., eat ors 1, 7% 
267, leaving: a net profit of 

$68 025

The report also attributes the poorer 
business of the company to a reaction 
from the increase in paper prices of

FACES OIL STOCKHOLDERS. 


Levering Telte Them of Metropoli- 
tan Petroleum Affaire; 


‘Richmond Levering, organizer of the 
Metropolitan Petroleum Corporation, 
faced a crossfire of questions for four 
hours yesterday from 200 stockholders, 
who gathered at 120 Broadway -get 
an insight into the company’s affairs. 
The Metropolitan stock was the centre 
of wild speculation on the Curb in 1916, 
traveling from around $16 to $25 a 
share in a few weeks and later tum- 
bling down to its present level around 75 
cents. In ‘February, 1916, the company 
transferred a -parcel of oil land in 
Mexico and a pipe line concession to 
the Island Oil and Transport Company, 
another Levering promotion, and this 
transaction was the centre of yester- 
day’s discussion. Drillers struck a giant 
oil well a few months after the sale 
was arranged, and twe sults have been 


brought, but not completed, to make 
the transfer void. 

After long wrangling and some tense 
moments, when it look as though 
fisticufts would play « part, the stock- 
holders yesterday selected a committee, 
consisting of C. C. Matchett of the Stock 
Exchange firm of Markoe, Morgan & 
Co.,, Howard Wilson, and Judge Delavan 
" "Holmes, to exaimine into the com- 

Pany’s ‘ks and report to another 
stockholders’ meeting on May 7 about 
what they found there. At that time, 
according to a resolution passed at the 
meeting, steps will be taken to meet the 
company’s debts and continue the de- 
velopment of its Mexican holdings. 

Mr. Levering undertook to narrate the 
neat 4 of the company: down to the 
time the stock began to be batted around 
the Curb. After he reached that point 
interruptions were. plentiful, and it de- 
veloped that many of the shareholders 
present had paid high prices for their 
stock.

THE COTTON MARKET 


Prices Gain 2 to 17 Points in 
Unruffled Session—Brokers 
Enjoy a Rest. | 


The interval of peace and quiet, which 
has succeeded the recent excitement on 
the loca] cotton market, continued prac- 
tically unbroken yesterday. In fact the 
market was even quieter yesterday than 
on Monday, and many brokers, whose 
voices were nearly worn out last week, 
found the opportunity yesterday to 
break away from the ritig for a. few 
moments and refresh themselves b 
watching the stock tickers. The session 
Was pYactitally featureless, but with 
good tone so far as the limited amount 
of business went, and the close was 
firm, up from 2 to 17 points. 

Liverpool cables were firm, and there 
was an accumulating body of evidence 
as to the inability of buyers to obtain | > 
lewer offers on Southern spot markets, 
but, on the other hand, the weather and 
crop news was once more excellent. In- 
deed, the weather map alone was 
enough to shade off new crop prices at 
the opening when May and July were 
20 points higher. ‘This price in the near 
months proved too high to be held, how- 
ever, as it attracted considerable lIiqui- 
dation, accompanied by reports that the 
transportation situation between here 
and the South was improving. 

At some 20 points below Monday’s 
close, Liverpool, which is evidently 
pretty well liquidated, bought a little 
cotton, and with this and covering, the 
market worked back again, being 
stronger at the close than at any other 
time during the day. 

Both buyers and sellers seemed more 
than usually cautious all day. It is be- 
lieved about 10,000 bales of notices will 
be issued against May on Thursday, and 
it. is rumored Japanese interests will be 
ready to take up whatever cotton is 
tendered. The relative scarcity of white 
cotton is emphasized in Southern re- 
ports. No exports were reported yester- 
day.

AUTOMOBILE OUTPUT 
- TO BE REDUCED AGAIN 


Government ‘to Restrict Manu- 
facture of Pleasure Cars to 25 
Per Cent. of Normal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 23,—Plans have 
been prepared by the War Industries 
Board and the Ftiel Administration to 
restrict the manufacture of passenger 
automobiles to approximately 25 per 
cent. of the normal output, and it is 
probable that an announcement will be 
made soon. 

Under an agreement with the manu- 
facturers, entered into voluntarily, the 
output already had been reduced by 80; 
per cent. The new rules, if adopted, 
will mean an additional curtailment of 
45 per cent. 

Representatives. of several of the big 
automobile concerns were in Washing- 
ton today to confer with representatives 
of the War Industries Board, but the 
final decision was deferred. It is prob- 
able that further conferences will be 
held tomorrow. 

The question of cutting down the 
manufacture of pleasure automobiles 
has been under discussion for some 
time, as industries considered more vital 
to the war have made heavy demands 
for chrome and manganese which are 
necessary for the hardening of steel 
plates.

GERMAN CHIEFS HELP LOAN, 


Hindendurg and Ludendorff Urge 
People to Show Firmness. 


In the course of the campaign waged 
for subscriptions for the eighth German 
war loan, the total of which was re- 
ported to have reached $3,462,900,000 on 
April 20, the Cologne Gazette asked Hin- 
denburg and Ludendopff to tell its read- 
ers why they ought to be buy war bonds. 
Hindenburg’s answer, printed in the 
igsue of March 31, a copy of which has 
just reached New York, was as follows: 

‘“* The deed ig the incorporation of the 
will. It demands the putting into acti6n 
of individuality. It is defined by re- 
sponsibility and conscience. It alone 
evercomes obstacles and leads to the 
goal. The deed is not found with the 
faint-hearted ones and those of little 
faith; it is the Germans’ proudest word. 
Whe people’s power of action must not 
lag, if we,showing ourselves worthy of 
our forefathers, want to attain the goal 
and make things safe for our descénd- 
ants. The eighth war loan. calls the 
German people to renewed action,”

‘SPANISH STEAMSHIP 


Halts Liner with Shots and 
Sends Boarding Party to 
Quiz 200 Passengers. 


[DISCONNECTED WIRELESS 


Threatened to Blow Up Ship, Then 
Ordered It to Return 
to Cadiz. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, :April 23.— 
‘* You have enough contraband on. board 
to warrant me sinking you, but I am 
not going to do that. Insteadj-jyou will 
return to your port of sailing:”’ This 
was the command a German sithmarine 
Captain gave to the Captain of. a Span- 
ish passenger liner that arrived today 
after an interrupted trip from Batcelona 
and Cadiz. The vessel, which-was then 
ohe day out, turned back to Cadiz, and 
the.

As far as the pas- 
sengers knew, the Germans took the 
mysterious bag back to the submarine. 

It. was not until April 6 that the steam- 
ship again departed from Cagiz. On 
her way across she went nearly 600 
miles out of her course in an effort to 
keep clear of more submarines.
